1. Reference (b) was forwarded to this Agency for comment 
and recommendation as a matter of priority in connection with the 
study referred to in JCS 2074/llo Specifically, comments wore 
requested on the proposal that appropriate United States agencies 
be directed to develop, as a matter of urgency, a plan for the 
provision of cryptographic material for NATO use. 

2. Cryptanalytic techniques have rendered World War II crypto- 
equipments obsolescent before development and production of new 
equipments have been completed. Among these obsolescent equipments 
still in use is the Combined Cypher Machine (COM). A draft memorandum 
(Enclosure) for the U.S. Member, Standing Group, summarizes the 
actions being taken and plans being formulated by the Director, AFSA, 
for improving NATO communication security.
